RUNOPEAN BAVED FEOM DROWNING. 

E. B; Smallwood, ship's mate, aged about 35, 
fell overboard from the lost Janich leaving 
Hongkong for Kowloon on Tuesday night, and 
wus resoned by auother Enropeaa passenger, 
who gallantly jumped into the water when it 
was seen that Smallwood was incapable of 
reaching the life-bonys thrown him and was in 
imminent danger.of drowning. A passenger on

| the launch gives the following interorting 


account of the occurrence:—We were about a 
vouple of huadred yards ‘from the Hongkong 
wharf when £ was atartledby a sudden splash 
and shouts from below, on the lower deck. I 
sprang up aud could just sea dark object float- 
ing past the stern of the luunéh, I dotached 
ous of the life-bouys and threw -it as far as I 
could in the d rection of the mau in the water, 
but he made only a feoble and futile attompt to 
reach it, and. I thought be had gone dowa, The 
launch was stopped und bucked with remarkable 
celerity, vonsidering that she had been going 
full speed, and as we ueared the spot where the 
min was lust seen we caught sight of him agains 
floating helplessly fucv downwards a little below 
the surface of the water, with his arms and legs 
extended. We shouted to him and . threw 
more lifebuoys, any of whigb, had he boon able, 
hé might easily have secured, for he was 
so close to the Jaunch that we could drop the 
buoys almost: on top of him. One, indeed, 
strack him, and I thonght had sent him to the 
bottom, but he ross ayain to the same position, 
buoyed up by his coat, which-spread out mat- 
like and kept him from sinking. Just then 
there wos another splash, and when I lovked 
L saw thot another Europsan passenger, | 2 
German, 1 think, whose name I do not know, 
was. striking out or the drowning men. He 
resched him iu the nick of time, and swam 
back with him to the launch, whore ready bands 
dregged both on board, I thou sht ot first that 
the man in the water was a Chinaman, but as [ 
halped to lift.him over the side I saw tbat he 
was un European. He appeared to be qnite 
lifeless 23 we laid him down, and froma cut on 
his forehead it ‘was evident that he had 
straogk the side of the. lanoch in falling and 
probably stunned himself. Fortunately there 
was a doctor amongst the psssengers—Dr. 
Moses, of the U. &: transport Sherman—and to 
bim ‘no’ less than to the plucky German who 
took bimfrom the water Smallwood owes his life. 
Dr, Mozes, assisted by other passengers, adopted 
restorative measures, bat about ten minutes had 
elapsed before Smoaliwood showed signs of lifo, 
Tha Jaunch was steered for the steamer Rub:, 
where some brandy was procured and odminis- 
tered. Smallwood, in an unconscious state, was 
eventually carried by. the same passengers who 
bad attended him on the Januch to Tsimshatsui 
Police Station where he wus looked after. 
Smallwood was in the water for a space of only 
five minutes, but he remained insomsible for 
hours, and had not recovered fall consciousness 
at. five oclock id the morning, when he was 
sent to the Governnient Civil Hospital. Last 
evening we Jearned on enquiry that he was 
now all right. : 
PULICE CONSTABLE TO THE RESCUE. 

P. C. Counsell, of the Wuter Police, seems 
 isakoa hobby of saving people from drowning. 
Quite recently he received at the hands of H. E. 
the Governor the . Royal Humane Society's 
bronze medal and the Belilios star, carrying with 
it a dopation of $25, for saving the lives of five 
Chinese whose junk was wrecked in the last 
typhoon that visited the Colony, and who would 
have perished but for P. C. Connsoll. Tho 
latest instance of his bravery ocourred at 4.15 on 
the morning of Friday, the 6th inst. P. C. 
Counsell was on daly in the berkour in a steam 
pinnace, and when near the Einpress of India 
ho heatd cries for assistance... The pinnace was 
“mminediately beaded for the spot, on reaching’ 
‘which & capsized .sampan-and four Chinese 
straggling in tho water explained the reason 
for the shouts. Life-bnoys were thrown from 
the Empres of India, but on account of the 
strong wind and tide the unfortunate people 
could not reach them. Thereupon P. C. Counsell 
dived from the pinnaco and roscusd three 
persons, the fourth, who, like the others, was 


very mach exhausted, being saved by the 
Chinese fireman of the launch, who followed
